I  beg  most  respectfully  to  offer  myself  as  a  Candidate 
for  the  Chair  of  Midwifery  in  the  University  of  Aberdeen, 
vacant  by  the  death  of  Dr.  Dyce,  and  to  state  the  grounds 
on  which  I  venture  to  do  so. 

T  am  thirty  years  of  age. 

I  am  a  Graduate  in  Arts  of  the  University  of  Aberdeen, 
and  at  the  termination  of  the  full  curriculum  of  that  Faculty 
I  gained  the  Boxill  Mathematical  Bursary,  one  of  two  prizes 
given  for  proficiency  in  Mathmatical  studies. 

I  also  hold  the  Degrees  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  and  Master 
in  Surgery  from  the  same  University,  both  which  Degrees 
were  conferred  on  me  with  Honours. 

After  obtaining  my  Medical  and  Surgical  Diplomas,  I 
studied  for  a  time  in  Paris,  and  on  returning  home  I  entered 
on  the  duties  of  Teaching  Assistant  to  the  Professor  of 
Chemistry  in  the  University  here,  a  position  which  I  held 


for  two  years,  and  which.  I  resigned  on  commencing  the 
practice  of  my  profession. 

Since  that  time  I  have  been  actively  engaged  in  practice, 
both  as  a  private  practitioner  and  as  Physician  to  the  Aber¬ 
deen  Dispensary  and  Lying-in  Institution.

On  the  lamented  death  of  Dr.  Dyce,  I  was  requested 
by  the  Medical  Pacnlty  of  the  University  to  conduct  the 
Midwifery  Class  during  the  part  of  the  Session  (rather  more 
than  a  half)  which  remained,  and  I  have  reason  to  believe 
that  I  have  been  able  to  do  so  to  the  satisfaction  both  of 
the  students  and  of  those  who  appointed  me. 

As  evidence  of  my  qualifications  I  beg  to  enclose  a 
copy  of  Testimonials  in  my  favour,  and  hope  shortly  to  be 
able  to  submit  to  you  others  having  more  special  reference 
to  the  present  appointment.  *
